Over  the  weekend  a number  of  letters  were  received  by  parents 
of  Loyola  College  students.  The  letters,  which  came  from  Dean 
Galvin,  informed  the  parents  that  their  progeny  received  deficien- 
cies in  one  or  more  subjects. 

It  should  be  noted  that  these  deficiencies  are  not  a part  of  the 
students’  permanent  record,  nor  do  they  mean  that  a student  is 
fated  to  fail  in  a particular  subject  at  the  end  of  the  semester 
merely  because  he  has  been  the  recipient  of  a deficiency.  Rather, 
the  letters  are  meant  to  serve  as  a warning  that  the  student  has  en- 
tered the  danger  zone  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  stimulate  and 
encourage  the  student  to  redouble  his  efforts.  There  are  many  ways 
in  which  this  wholesome  goal  can  be  accomplished,  and  we  heart- 
ily offer  the  following  as  suggestions: 

First  of  all,  the  student  should  set  up  a time  schedule  for  him- 
self, so  that  he  can  plan  his  hours  for  study  during  the  week.  This 
same  idea  holds  true  for  the  weekend.  Careful  planning  results  in 
allowing  the  student  many  hours  for  his  necessary  social  activ- 
ities. 

Another  method  might  be  to  curtail  participation  in  extra-curricu- 
lar activities.  We  are  not  inferring  that  a student  should  not  par- 
ticipate in  any  activities,  but  that  he  should  be  selective  in  those 
he  chooses. 

In  conclusion,  let  it  be  emphasized  that  deficiencies  are  not
